Fighting Spreads 
Like Wildfire On 
South Battleline 


By HENRY C. CASSIDY 
Moscow, May 20 (A P )—The Red Army still was smashing 
closer to Kharkov despite stiffened German resistance and 
sharp counter-attacks, battlefront dispatches reported today, 
declaring that fighting was spreading like wildfire along the 
entire southern flank of the hattleline. 
At the same time Pravada, Communist party organ, denied 
Nazi claims of a cleanup on the Kerch peninsula of the Crimea 
I and said Russian forces were barring the way to the Caucasus 
there in a stand which was likened to the long American de­ 
fense on Bataan in the Philippines. 
Although Russian dispatches reported that the Germans 
were striving with tank and plane-led counter-attacks to break 
up the thrust at Kharkov, the mid-day communique made no 
new mention of the Nazi onslaught against Soviet lines 80 
miles south of Kharkov in the Barvenkova and Izyum sectors.

Hitlerite beasts and pushing them back to the west, liberating 
Soviet soil step by step,” Pravda declared in a summary of the

With her clothes badly charred, 
but not in flames, Mrs. Raffensper­ 
ger ran to the home of her neigh­ 
bor, Mrs. Aaron Widener. The latter 
assisted her into her home and 
attem pted to locate a physician.

time later. 
Cause Is Mystery 
Arendtsville firemen responded to 
an alarm and quickly extinguished 
flames in toe basement of the Raf­ 
fensperger home. 
W hat caused the explosion re­ 
m ains a mystery. 
Mrs. Raffensperger was cleaning 
curtains at the time. She was using 
white gasoline, a liquid that does 
not contain lead or coloring and is 
more generally used as stove fuel. 
According to the only available 
inform ation it is believed Mrs. R af­ 
fensperger had completed the clean­ 
ing of the curtains and had started 
to walk up the stairs to the first 
floor when the gasoline exploded. 
Tile full charge of the blast struck 
her on the left, side and back. 
G loves Blow n Off 
A pair of rubber gloves which tile 
victim was wearing at the time were 
blown off her hands. Two fingers of 
one of the gloves were ripped off 
by the blast. 
The woman is reported today to 
have had a fairly restful night. 
Hospital authorities report th a t her 
condition is extremely critical. 
Her physicians fear th a t she in­ 
haled some of the fumes of the gas­ 
oline but are unable to determine 
at this time to w hat extent, 
If 
fumes were Inhaled in considerable 
portion her recovery is made the 
more difficult.

I wish to take this opportunity to 
tell our friends in G ettysburg and 
vicinity about some of our camp 
activities. 
On Friday, May 8. the battery I 
am with went on an overnight hike. 
We hiked for about Ave miles then 
pitched our tents for the night. 
Saturday we

into 
squads of IO men and given maps to 
find our way back to camp. We were 
also instructed in chemical warfare 
(gas attacks). The w eather was fine 
so wre all enjoyed this experience a 
lot. 
The observance of Mother s Day 
was quite an event in camp. Every 
soldier was given a M other’s Day 
card in time to send to his mother. 
Through 
the 
cooperation 
of 
all 
churches and the USO. of Fort 
Sm ith and the officers of our camp, 
arrangem ents were made for soldiers 
to adopt a m other and have her to 
dinner in the cam p mess hall. Then 
they attended a special M other’s Day 
program in the afternoon. 
Also 
m others 
from Fort Sm ith could 
adopt soldiers from cam p as their 
sons and have them spend the day 
a t their home. These plans worked 
very successfully. 
My personal ex­ 
perience may be used as an example 
of how’ this plan worked. 
A buddie, Leonard Tomlinson, and 
myself received an invitation from 
a family by the nam e of “Brown ” 
We were to meet them at the U S O. 
On our way no less than three cars 
stopped us and invited us to church 
and dinner with them.

Our daily schedule consists of 
calisthenics, drilling, instruction on 
m achine guns, tanks, trucks and 
gases.
